‘es tae This ornately detailed model is constructed from mixed media, including cast resin, vacuum-formed plastic, 
Bee and wood, and hand-painted industrial gray and applied with grime to appear abandoned. It comes mounted 
; via metal rods to a wooden display base inside a custom shipping crate. Also included is a Letter of Authenticity 
from visual effects supervisor Richard Edlund. The model’s central section is wrapped with tape for stability and 
exhibits fracturing, chipping resin, and paint scuffing throughout.

Ben Wade’s (Russell Crowe) screen-matched costume from James Mangold’s 
Western adventure 3:10 to Yuma. This hat screen-matches to scenes throughout 
the film, and the overcoat matches to Wade’s introduction scene. 


Originating from Russell Crowe’s personal collection, this costume consists of 

a black felt hat with an embroidered band inset with turquoise stones; a black 
velveteen overcoat; a diamond-patterned black cotton vest; a gray cotton 
long-sleeve shirt labeled “RC Oct 2006” at the neck; a beige cotton long-sleeve 
thermal; and black felted polyester pants featuring braided accents, a button 
placket, and a reinforced leather cup for horseback riding,. Also included are a 
brown leather replica belt with brass-color hardware and a gun holster added 
to complete the costume; a black velveteen pouch with earplugs; and a Letter 
of Authenticity from Crowe. The belt was made by Will Ghormley, who made the 
original for the film. This costume exhibits discoloration, fading, snagged fibers 
and threads, and loose components.

A Spartan soldier’s uniform with a shield and spear from Zack Snyder's historical 
action epic 300. King Leonidas (Gerard Butler) of Sparta led his army against the 
invading forces of King Xerxes of Persia (Rodrigo Santoro). 


This lot consists of a bronze-color, foam-padded rubber helmet; matching 
urethane gauntlets and greaves; a red burlap cape; a brown leather codpiece; a 
plastic and fiberglass shield with nylon straps and a leather-wrapped handle; and a 
leather-wrapped wooden spear with a urethane head and resin base painted gray. 
Also included are three Certificates of Authenticity from Warner Brothers. The 
costume components are hand-marked with informational labels and intentionally 
distressed by production to distinguish their use earlier in the Battle of 
Thermopylae. The lot exhibits loose components, and scuffed paint. Dimensions:

Light-Up 1/4-Scale Submersible Cab One Submarine Model Miniature 
The Abyss (1989) 


A light-up 1/4-scale submersible Cab One submarine model miniature from James Cameron's sci-fi adventure 
The Abyss. After Lieutenant Hiram Coffey (Michael Biehn) escaped in the mini-sub Flatbed with a primed 
warhead, Virgil “Bud” (Ed Harris) and Dr. Lindsey Brigman (Mary Elizabeth Mastrantonio) chased after him in Cab 
One, damaging both submersibles. 


Reputed for its intense filming conditions, Cameron’s Academy Award®-winning movie became a cult classic 
after the release of a 1993 special edition that tightened its pacing. 


This radio-controlled, 1/4-scale Cab One miniature is the only one created by visual effects supervisor Walt 
Conti for the chase sequence and resulting submarine crash. The sequence was achieved using both the 
quarter-scale functional submarine model and smaller scale models which were shot dry-for-wet and not 
submerged. Designed to withstand pressure exerted by up to 50 feet of water as well as effects used in action 
sequences, it is cast from fiberglass with an acrylic dome and foam, wiring, and various tube frame copper 
components filling the interior. A radio-controlled Dr. Brigman model miniature sits in the cockpit. 


During production, five kilowatts of working lights wired to and powered by internal nicad batteries were 
attached to the hull and frame. The lights have since been converted to modern LEDs. Due to its size and 
shape, the batteries allowed Conti's team to generate about 10 minutes of movement at full throttle, using re- 
engineered electric trolling motors to produce the required thrust. 


This model is hand-marked “Port 1” and “P 2” in black marker and intentionally distressed by production to 
appear well-used underwater. It exhibits discoloration, a buildup of grime, chipping, and notable adhesive 
residue, as well as missing components and fragility to the foam from age and exposure. Dimensions: 56” x 23” 
x 26” (142.25 cm x 58.5 cm x 66 cm)

A Thing hand stand-in from Barry Sonnenfeld’s 
gothic comedy The Addams Family. Thing, a friend 
and helper to the Addams family for many years, also 
supported the family. 


Lindsey Brigman’s (Mary Elizabeth Mastrantonio) costume from James Cameron's sci-fi 
adventure The Abyss. Lindsey’s costume became progressively more distressed as she 
and Deep Core’s crew assisted the trigger-happy SEAL team on their recovery mission 
for a sunken nuclear submarine and, in the process, discovered mysterious beings in the 


deep water. This stand-in comes from the collection of Doug 


Beswick, an effects artist well-known for his stop- 
motion animation and creature effects work. Created 
for planning shots that incorporated VFX elements, 
the hand is constructed from latex foam painted 
pink with a metal base textured to resemble skin. It 
exhibits cracking along the thumb, chipping paint 
throughout, and squished foam from being posed in 
Thing’s resting position. Dimensions: 8.5” x 5.5” x 3” 
(21.75 cm x 14 cm x 7.75 cm) 


This costume consists of a cream-color fabric blend tank-top (size M 38 - 40) hand- 
marked “Lindsey” inside the back and torn by production down the front for the 
scene when Bud Brigman (Ed Harris) tried to resuscitate her after she entered deep 
hypothermia; a blue denim shirt (size M) featuring a tear and stage blood on the left 
sleeve for the scene where the rig was damaged and flooded during a storm; a red 
quilted body warmer (size M); and gray denim jeans (size M 8). It is intentionally dirtied 
and distressed throughout to reflect increased damage and wear.

Kane wore his shirt after being 
revived from hypersleep aboard the USCC Nostromo. 
A hand-drawn opening title art silhouette from the 
anthology series Alfred Hitchcock Presents. The 
opening title of the show featured Hitchcock's 
shadow stepping into frame over his iconic, 
minimalistic, nine-stroke silhouette. 


This beige linen button-down shirt is hand-marked 
“JH D” along the back collar and features gold-color 
textured metal buttons, a blue Weyland-Yutani wings 
patch embroidered on the left breast, front pockets 
with hook-and-loop closures, and white nylon 

loops above the right breast pocket for pens. The 
affixed Weyland-Yutani wings differ from the silver 
embroidery of the onscreen version. The production- 
made blue embroidered version, used on Nostromo 
officer jackets, was believed to be added during or 
after production. This shirt exhibits staining, loose 
threads, and discoloration throughout, as well as glue 
remnants from where the Nostromo shoulder patch 
was removed from the right sleeve. 


Originally obtained from the famous Pacific Title 
and Art Studio, this piece consists of Hitchcock’s 
silhouette hand-drawn in black against a gray 
background on illustration board. It exhibits tape in 
the corners, edge wear, and some staining on the 
back.

Ash’s (lan Holm) production-made Nostromo crew shirt and patch with promotional 
pin from Ridley Scott's sci-fi horror film Alien. Ash wore his shirt while aboard the 
Nostromo, and like other crew members, wore a patch on the shoulder. 


This lot consists of a production-made shirt, a Nostromo shoulder patch, and a 
promotional science office pin. Made of metal, this pin is circular in shape, and has 
been finished in gold-color with a blue geometric design, similar to the one Ash 
wore on his uniform. The shirt features “lan Holm 15” hand-marked in black ink on 
the interior Bermans and Nathans tag. Also included are letters of authenticity from 
Roger Nichols and Pat Lowry. This lot exhibits faint discoloration, snagged threads, 
and scratches in the pin’s finish.

patches and matching pants; vinyl-padded aluminum 
abdominal plates; a canvas pouch, web belt, and 
holster with plastic buckles, a leather sheath, static 
shotgun shell ammo; aluminum greaves; leather boots; 
a resin and metal shoulder lamp; a pair of clear acrylic 
dog tags on a silver-color ball chain; a resin and metal 
hand welder; and an acrylic screen. This lot exhibits 
some scratches and scuffing.

Ellen Ripley 
(Sigourney Weaver) was revived as the clone Ripley 8 
and soon found herself once again face-to-face with 
deadly xenomorphs. 


This costume comes from Academy Award®-winning 
special effects group, Amalgamated Dynamics, Inc. 
(ADI), where it was displayed as an archive piece. It 
consists of a gloss brown paint-finished foam alien 
zipper costume that was mounted onto lead alien 
Tom Woodruff, Jr.’s bodyform following production. 
The head features a see-through plexiglass dome 
with two sets of mounts and cables on either side of 
the head to control lip snarl and jaw movements. The 
tail is attached by Allen bolts and can be removed. 
This display comes mounted in attack position 

with Allen bolts to a wooden custom-made base 

on wheels and can be removed. This lot exhibits 
restoration, completed by restoration artist Joe Petro, 
and minor cracking material. Dimensions: 50” x 60” x 
94” (127 cm x 152.5 cm x 239 cm)

AVPR: Aliens Vs. Predator-Requiem (2007) 


A display of a Wolf Predator (lan Whyte) costume from The Brothers Strause’s sci-fi action sequel Aliens vs. 
Predator: Requiem. The hunter known as Wolf (lan Whyte) traveled to Gunnison, Colorado to dispatch the 
murderous Predalien born at the conclusion of Paul W.S. Anderson’s Alien vs. Predator. 


This costume was created by Academy Award®-winning special effects group Amalgamated Dynamics, 

Inc. (ADI). It includes a highly detailed mottled green, yellow, and brown foam latex skin bodysuit with Wolf’s 
personalized netting; a head cowl with black foam rubber dreadlocks; airbrushed silver-color foam rubber 
body armor over the left shoulder, breast, knees and calves; a beaded necklace with resin creature skulls; 
mounted back armor that conceals the mechanics for the animatronic shoulder cannons originally operated 
by cable and radio controls with wiring leading up to them; resin and foam rubber wrist gauntlets, the right 
one features two resin blades sticking out with a small metal rod adhered between them for stability and the 
left one features Yautja alphabetic characters that illuminate when an internal button is pressed; a brown 
leather loincloth with a foam rubber jawbone buckle and armor piece, hidden black plastic side buckles; a 
resin shuriken; and foam rubber feet. This costume has been purposely distressed by production. Following 
production, it was mounted onto a black fiberglass body cast of performer lan Whyte that has been secured 
to a gray-painted wheeled wooden display base.

A light-up, full-size DeLorean time machine used at multiple promotional events at Universal Studios Hollywood. Doc Brown’s (Christopher 
Lloyd) time-traveling DeLorean was the signature vehicle in Robert Zemeckis’ Back to the Future trilogy, used throughout each film by Brown 
and Marty McFly (Michael J. Fox) as they scrambled to save history. 


This ornately detailed, full-size 1981 DeLorean DMC-12 replica was constructed for a private collector in the late 1990s by DeLorean of 
California service manager Danny Botkin, who also helped restore the screen-used “A” DeLorean from Back to the Future. Universal 

hired this DeLorean from a private collection to use at Universal Studios Hollywood and Universal CityWalk events throughout the 2000s, 
including the 2007 “Countdown to the Final Flight” event held for Back to the Future: The Ride. The car was featured in the June 2007 Car & 
Driver magazine. 


The exterior of the vehicle is installed with extensive custom-fabricated replica components matching those seen in the films, including a 
Mr. Fusion Home Energy Reactor, an “OUTATIME” license plate dated “AUG 86,” a Flux Capacitor, and a medley of auxiliary lights and wires 
along the undercarriage and tailfins. It features a trapezoidal windshield with gullwing doors, Goodrich tires, and the signature stainless steel 
body panels associated with the brand. The frame has been powder coated to prevent rust. The lights illuminate via a key fob, while halogen 
lights inside the car vents operate via a switch on the interior. 


The vehicle's two-seat interior is similarly overhauled with both operational and faux electronic components, including three adjustable time 
circuit boxes labeled “Destination Time,” “Present Time,” and “Last Time Departed,” a Dayton electronics kit on the center console, and a 
keypad which operates phone sound effects adjacent to the wheel. 


It is upholstered with gray corduroy and black leather with DeLorean Motor Company labels visible throughout the interior, including on a 
manufacturer's plaque on the driver's side dated “Aug. 81,” on the floor rugs, and on QR code decals applied under each door. Numerous 
sound clips can be played via internal and external speakers. A Panasonic radio, a backup camera, and a three-battery system in the 

trunk designed to operate the time machine features and stereo are also installed. Also included are a Letter of Authenticity from Botkin 
confirming that this privately-owned Delorean was hired for several official Universal Studios promotional events, a breakdown of the car’s 
electrical systems and instruments, and color-printed photographs of Lloyd and Jay Leno with the vehicle. 


This DeLorean is fully operational, registered, and insured with Vehicle Identification Number (VIN) SCEDT26T3BD002901 and a current 
mileage of 22,532. Due to its previous operation and exhibition, several of the replica components on the back exhibit loosening and minor 
staining, the interior upholstery exhibits minor grime and wear, and the right-side dash panel lights are not currently functional.

Batman's (Michael Keaton) batsuit costume from Tim Burton’s superhero sequel 
Batman Returns. Batman wore his iconic Batsuit throughout the film as he battled 
with the Penguin (Danny DeVito) and Catwoman (Michelle Pfeiffer). 


While the suit for Tim Burton’s original Batman film featured body armor with 

a muscular look, the second iteration of the Batsuit featured a more industrial 
armored form. It was sculpted by Steve Wang and Jose Fernandez from design 
illustrations by Bob Ringwood. 


This Batsuit has been mounted to a custom body form for display, featuring a 
Michael Keaton lifecast. The costume consists of an original foam latex cowl; an 
original black latex cape with a fabric lining; and an original foam rubber bodysuit 
with attached shoulder and upper arm armor, and a set of hip armor. The yellow 
and black cast resin bat chest emblem is a replica, as are the leather gloves, resin 
belt, lower leg foam armor, boots, and foam boot covers, which were added to 
complete the display. The latex cape on the suit is a particularly nice example 

and remains soft and supple. This suit’s cowl has had sympathetic restoration to 
treat surface cracking and to patch cuts in the back where it was removed from a 
display head or actor previously. The body armor components have also had minor 
restoration and stabilization.

Selina Kyle’s (Michelle Pfeiffer) Catwoman costume with a screen-matched corset from Tim Burton's superhero 
sequel Batman Returns. Selina donned her signature Catwoman costume after Max Shreck (Christopher Walken) 
fired her and threw her out a window. This corset’s distinctive front left side lower stitches screen-match to the 
scene where Batman (Michael Keaton) faced off against Selina at the Gotham Zoo’s Arctic exhibit. 


Selina’s costume underwent three stages of distressing by production to reflect her transformation into Catwoman. 
This costume consists of a black- and white-painted rubber “stage 2” cowl with a red dot used to identify hero 
cowls applied to the interior and an aluminum strip based on painters’ respiratory masks and custom-sized for 
Pfeiffer inserted along the bridge of the nosepiece; a black silicone elastomeric zip-up “stage 1” bodysuit with 

white thread stitching; a black rubber-coated green canvas corset marked “Stg 3” and “Michelle Pfeiffer”; a black 
leatherette glove; matching black leatherette knee-high DiFabrizzio stunt boots marked “Michelle” with laces 
labeled “too short” and breakaway rubber heels likely used for fight scenes; black rubber knee pads and elbow pads; 
black neoprene ankle braces with a handwritten paper template; black nylon socks; additional prototype rubber 
heels with fastening strips; and two production tags. 


Production commissioned a total of 36 cowls from costume sculptor Jose Fernandez, nine for each stage of the 
cowl's distress. Nearly all were destroyed during production. The tattered “Stage 2” cowl in this lot, seen when 
Catwoman and the Penguin (Danny DeVito) agreed to team up against Batman, was restored by Fernandez circa 
2017 and mounted to a life cast he sculpted of Pfeiffer to stabilize and preserve the foam. Also included is a 
Certificate of Authenticity from Fernandez based on his review and authentication of the costume. 


The cowl and corset are intentionally distressed by production to appear tattered in different stages, the prototype 
heels are brittle, and the bodysuit exhibits cracking from age, with fragile material around the ankles and arms 
making it unlikely to be on amannequin again.

A custom-made 65mm VFX matte camera from Blade Runner and Close 
Encounters of the Third Kind. This matte camera was first made as a bi-pack 
camera by George Randle for Pacific Title, Hollywood’s premier title and optical 
house that was founded in 1919. It was later acquired by Doug Trumbull and put 
into service as the matte department’s camera on “Close Encounters.” In 1983, 
noted VFX Supervisor Richard Edlund formed BOSS Film Corp and acquired 
Trumbull’s EEG facility and equipment. This camera ultimately formed the 
backbone of the matte department. 


This lot comes from the collection of Academy Award®-winning VFX supervisor 
Richard Edlund and includes a Letter of Authenticity from Edlund. It consists 

of one matte camera with a stack of three magazines. Filming matte paintings 
requires cameras to have two stacks of magazines, known as “bi-packing,” which 
allows the camera to film a matte painting with another piece of film next to the 
negative.

Among the most recognizable, genre-defining vehicles in cinema history, the Batpod was conceived by Nolan 
and designed by production designer Nathan Crowley as a sleeker alternative to Batman's trusty Tumbler. The 
hi-tech vehicle was then brought to life by special effects supervisor Chris Corbould, who made six of them for 
production on The Dark Knight. This unique Pod is designed for a rider in a prone position to steer with their 
arms and shoulders, and features advanced design elements, such as an exhaust system integrated within 
the framework. The Batpods were largely driven by stunt rider Jean-Pierre Goy during filming, and used for 
numerous events in the promotion of The Dark Knight and The Dark Knight Rises. Crowley received Academy 
Award® and BAFTA Award® nominations for his work on The Dark Knight. Batman's Batpod has been on loan 
since 2017 from its private owner to the world-renowned Petersen Automotive Museum in Los Angeles, CA, 
where it was displayed alongside some of the most historic vehicles ever created, such as the DeLorean from 
Back to the Future, the Tesla Cybertruck, and the world’s first-ever motorcycle and automobile. It has also 
featured prominently in the Hollywood Dream Machines exhibit since 2019 and in the museum's Private Vault 
for VIP tours. 


It features a custom-made chassis with 31” Hoosier racing tires and a Honda 750 engine; fiberglass body 
panels covering the engine and handlebars finished in metallic gray paint; two plastic, resin, and fiberglass 
cannon barrels secured to the front of the vehicle; and a laser targeting unit fitted above the right-hand grip.

The mask is 
accompanied by a letter of authenticity from special 
effects “powder man” Ken Sher, which details how 
the mask was originally fitted with a small detonation 
device and a blood bag but the shot was ultimately 
unused in the film. There is a hole in the forehead 
from the detonation and a noticeable area inside 
where the device was fitted. The mask exhibits stage 
blood residue and “6” is handwritten faintly inside. A 
notable crack runs across the forehead. Dimensions:

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Mario Kirner Collection: Jason Voorhees’ (Kane Hodder) Screen-Matched Hockey Mask 
Friday The 13th Part VII: The New Blood (1988) 


Jason Voorhees’ (Kane Hodder) screen-matched hockey mask from John Carl Buechler’s slasher sequel Friday the 13th Part VII: The New 
Blood. This lot comes from the personal collection of Friday the 13th collector and historian Mario Kirner. Jason wore his trademark hockey 
mask throughout the film after being inadvertently released from his tomb at the bottom of Camp Crystal Lake by telekinetic teenager Tina 
Shephard (Lar Park Lincoln). Markings and paintwork on the mask screen-match to several scenes. 


Buecheler created a dirtied white version of the mask which resembled a human skull. He cut down the overall shape, allowing more of the 
facial makeup appliances to be seen around the edges. Only two masks were created for this installment, unlike previous films, which saw 
several masks created. This was the primary mask used for filming, making it the most shown hockey mask in the film series. It comes from 
the collection of Friday the 13th collector and historian Mario Kirner. 


The second mask was an SFX version created for the sequence where the mask split in half. 


This primary mask became damaged and scratched during several scenes. Hodder received a severe hit to the face from the falling ceiling 
lamp before he fell through the stairs and stated that the mask was scratched around the mouth and nose when the roof fell on him. As 
scenes were not filmed chronologically, the difference in specific damage and distressing on the mask between sequences is noticeable 
throughout the film. 


The mask is made of vacuum-formed plastic spray-painted off-white with shades of brown applied. A decorative red triangle emblem is 
painted on the forehead, and three brown leather straps are adhered to the mask with brass split pins. Black nylon mesh is glued within one 
eyehole, added to cover Hodder’s left eye and to enhance the skull-like design. The mask is heavily distressed to appear aged, including 

a damaged section on the left side. Buechler purposefully included this damaged section to tie in with the ending of Friday the 13th Part 

VI: Jason Lives when a propeller hits the mask. There is visible glue residue around the mesh on the interior, and the fragile mask exhibits 
scratches and paint wear from production use.

the film after being inadvertently released from his tomb at the bottom of Camp Crystal Lake by 
telekinetic teenager Tina Shephard (Lar Park Lincoln). Tears on the bottom of each trouser leg screen 
match to the moment Jason pulls the machete out from a tree after killing Dan (Michael Schroeder). 
The placement of rips and marks on the shirt’s left shoulder screenmatch to just before Jason is 
electrocuted in a puddle. 


The costume in this installment was the most torn-up to feature in the film series, and this example 
is believed to be one of four complete costumes worn on screen. The green workwear set consists 
of a shirt and trousers (size 34) that are highly distressed with various rips and staining. Hodder wore 
an undersuit covered in skin appliances designed to emulate rotting bones and flesh beneath these 
garments. “A” is handwritten inside the trouser waistband, indicating that this version was the main 
hero version. Effects coordinator Lou Carlucci also altered this attire for the electrocution scene. The 
lot exhibits pyrotechnic squibs and burn spots on the shirt and trousers. Foam and glue remnants 
from the undersuit exhibit inside both garments, and the costume retains a musty odor.

Throughout 
the film, Jason wore his infamous hockey mask as he stalked and terrorized a class of high-school graduates on a cruise ship en route to 
New York after being accidentally resurrected from the bottom of Crystal Lake. 


Originating from a crew member, this cast acrylic hockey mask was made for production but ultimately unused. It is painted yellow with 
three red triangular emblems on the forehead and cheeks. The eye holes are covered by a black mesh fabric glued in place. It features three 
leather straps held together by a three-sided halter square brass buckle. Production intentionally distressed this mask, including the ax 
crack in the forehead from Friday the 13th Part Ill. This lot features notable adhesive marks, a tear in the black mesh, notable denting, and 
notable paint marks on the front.

At the time, Hodder set a new record for the longest on-camera controlled burn and was on 
fire for forty seconds. 


Hodder wore this suit and a pair of fire-resistant underwear as protection underneath his 
costume. The undersuit consists of brown mechanic coveralls (size Large) with adhered 
silicone ribcage and rotten skin appliances. Director Buechler chose silicone as the material 
for the appliances so they would last longer under heat. Strips of hook-and-loop fasteners are 
attached down the front. The lot exhibits significant wear and damage caused by the fire.

An FX head from Adam Marcus’ slasher sequel Jason Goes to Hell: The

by special effects artist Brian Rae, features thin strands of real hair glued 
across the top.

The head has been affixed to a metal stand and exhibits 
wear from production use and age, including splits and torn foam sections, 
including a large disintegrated section of the left neck.

The separate prosthetic foam-latex head 
depicts Jason's large, deformed cranium, stout neck, broad shoulders, and hand-stitched hair. The prosthetic 
does not extend to the face, as the piece was used for scenes where Jason wore a hockey mask. Both 
prosthetics are presented on a white plastic mannequin display. Clay Jared Padalecki) used a bear trap to stab 
and bind Jason in the climactic fight. Made of resin with metal screws and rubber teeth, the trap features dual- 
spring levers, a circular plate and a stock bar, attached to which is a long resin chain. The lot is accompanied by 
a studio letter of authenticity for the costume. All costume elements exhibit perforations, staining, and heavy 
distressing. The prosthetics exhibit stiffening from age, becoming brittle near the edges, and some holes are 
present.

This hero-style cuirass consists of a leather- 
covered fiberglass breastplate, backplate, leather connecting 
straps and shoulder detailing, and leather skirt straps at the 
waist. It features cast metal breastplate embellishments 
permanently affixed to the armor. The wolf crest on the chest 
is the same sculpture seen on General Maximus’ gold battle 
armor. The breastplate connects to the backplate at the 
shoulders via leather cords that are tied into punched holes, 
and above the hips via dual leather buckles. The bottom of 
the cuirass features leather pteruges with metal details at the 
very ends also permanently affixed to the armor. 


The film’s costume designer Janty Yates stated that it

Four mask designs were created for the production by KNB EFX Group, Stan Winston Studio, and makeup 
designer John Carl Buechler, with a CGI mask also used in one scene. Several weeks into shooting, producers 
wanted to change the appearance of Myers’ mask, resulting in the construction of additional masks for reshoots. 


This is one of the original KNB masks, most notable for the lack of detail in the ears. Molded from latex rubber 
based on the William Shatner mask from John Carpenter’s Halloween, masks of this style appeared in the DVD 
release cover, promotional lobby cards, and at various points throughout the film. It is painted peach-color with 
brown eyebrows, synthetic brown hair, and an intentional split up the back for the performer’s ease. The mask 
exhibits minor holes and blemishes in the rubber and some discoloration on the face.

Created by creature designer Rick Baker’s Cinovation Studios, this latex Sasquatch 
mask is hand-punched with hair on the scalp and face, inset with acrylic teeth, 
and outfitted with numerous cable controls designed to operate the creature’s 
facial features. The mask rests on an original production biscuit-foam headstand 
mounted to a wooden base. It comes with its original bespoke production road 
case, which includes a sticker identifying the piece as a stunt mask. The lot

This copy is one of an initial run of just 500 hardback 
issues — the first ever printed — many of which were 
issued directly to libraries. Bloomsbury published 
itin 1997, and “109876543 21’ features on the 
publisher’s imprint page. There are two errors in the 
book which are unique to the first edition. Firstly, the 
rear cover displays a misspelling of “Philosopher's” 
as “Philospher’s”. Secondly, on page 53, the text “1 
wand” is repeated twice on a list of equipment. 


The back cover showcases artwork (by illustrator 
Thomas Taylor) of an eccentric wizard not mentioned 
in any of the books, who was based on the illustrator’s 
father. Eventually, the publishers asked for the portrait 
to be changed to Hogwarts headmaster Professor 
Dumbledore. The book exhibits signs of wear on the 
dust jacket and there is a small tear on the publisher's 
imprint page, while the pages display some signs

Rented to the production by UK armorer Bapty, this is believed to be one of two revolvers 
used by Ford during production at Elstree Studios and the Tunisia set. It is designed to shoot 
.455 blanks and stamped with serial number 37891 and gold Smith & Wesson logos. 


Production also made several modifications to the revolver, including boring out and 
shortening its barrel, adding a custom-made ramped front sight, and applying a patina 
throughout to make the gun appear well-worn. It features diamond-patterned walnut 
grips with a swivel lanyard on the underside. Also included with the lot are a Bapty Letter of 
Authenticity and a Certificate of De-Activation from The London Proof House. 


The pistol has been sympathetically deactivated, although the hammer, trigger and chamber 
remain functional, and it exhibits tarnishing, scratching, and minor dents in the grip from 
production use and handling.

The interior is upholstered with 
gray leatherette and paneled with varnished wood, and features red velvet and 
white shag carpeting. A “Moonraker II” decal was affixed to the starboard bow by 
the current owner.

A Robert Redford-autographed Roy Hobbs’ rehearsal “Wonderboy” bat from 

Barry Levinson’s sports drama The Natural. Baseball star Hobbs’ signature bat 
Wonderboy was carved from the wood of a tree that was struck by lightning at the 
same time his father (Robert Rich Ill) suffered a heart attack. While the standard 
Wonderboy bats featured in the film were wood-burned, the text and symbol 

on this example were carved in and then outlined with marker; the bat was used 
during production for rehearsals, and may have been one of the early prototypes 
for the wood-burned bats seen on screen. 


When filming wrapped on the movie, this bat was signed and inscribed by Redford 
and gifted to Chris Pollack - the son of the film’s costume designer Bernie Pollack 
and nephew of the producer Sydney Pollack. The inscription reads: “Dear Chris, 
This is my bat and it is impervious to your pitching — Robert Redford (Roy Hobbs).” 
Chris was an aspiring baseball player himself and previously spent time on set 
during filming, where he got to know Redford and other cast members. 


A few years later, when Chris Pollack signed with the Montreal Expos and entered 
professional baseball, Redford sent him a letter of congratulations stating “I know 
it was the bat,” a joke that this Wonderboy prop bat was the reason for Pollack’s 
SUCCESS. 


Designed by property master Barry Bedig from period-specific Louisville Sluggers, 
this light brown oak bat features “Wonderboy” and a lightning-shaped “W” 
symbol carved into it. Also included is a color photograph of Chris Pollack and 
Robert Redford on set, which is signed and inscribed “Can you spot the Natural? 
Fondly, Robert Redford”; the congratulations letter Redford sent to Pollack in 1987; 
two strips of negatives for photos taken on set while Pollack visited enclosed in an 
envelope printed with a “The Natural” logo in the upper left corner; an invitation to 
the film’s premiere enclosed in a Tristar envelope with a matching production logo; 
an RSVP card to the invitation; and a site map for the studio premiere. 


The Natural received four Academy Award® nominations, including Best Actress 
in a Supporting Role for Glenn Close, Cinematography, Art Direction, and Music. It 
is frequently cited as one of the best baseball movies ever made. The bat exhibits 
light scratches from use and fading from its age.

Poltergeist (1982) 


A screen-matched evil clown doll from Tobe 
Hooper’s supernatural horror film Poltergeist. As 
the supernatural occurrences began in the Freeling 
home, Robbie Freeling’s (Oliver Robins) clown doll 
grabbed and dragged him under the bed where it 
tried to strangle him. The details in the face paint 
screen-match to shots of the doll attacking Robby 
under the bed and it is believed this is the only evil 
clown doll from the film. 


Poltergeist became the eighth-highest-grossing film 
of 1982 and nominated for multiple 1983 Academy 
Awards®, including Best Visual Effects. In the 
decades following, the film has inspired numerous 
sequels, a 2015 remake, and various parodies 

and homages, with both the New York Times and 
American Film Institute ranking it in their top film lists. 


Originating from a source close to production, this 
lot consists of a complete clown doll with an evil 
face made by dollmaker Annette Little. During pre- 
production, one complete clown doll was made with 
a smiling, friendly face, along with two other heads; 
with one having a distinctly malevolent-looking face 
and one notably “evil” looking face. Later, a second 
complete doll body was made and attached to the 
evil clown head. The second malevolent head did 
not appear on film and this evil clown doll was used 
once the clown turned evil. Over the course of filming 
Robbie's scene, the clown dolls suffered a degree 

of damage that production repaired between takes. 
These cracks to the plaster head can be seen on 
screen in several shots. 


This clown doll features a plaster head with a hand- 
painted face and synthetic orange hair. It is hand- 
sewed onto the body by holes along the neckline. The 
hat and body are made of a poly-blend sateen fabric 
with decorative stars and moons adhered directly 

to the fabric. The hat and body have an internal wire 
armature and are filled out with polyfill. The design 
of this particular doll has exaggerated features such 
as a rounder body and longer limbs. The seams of 
the frills and vest still retain their original blue color, 
while the majority of the fabric on the cuffs and hat 
has faded over the years from the strong blue to a 
much softer pink tone. This doll exhibits cracks in 
the plaster head from filming, notable glue residue 
from on-set repairs, torn fabric, frayed threads, 
discoloration, and faded color.

The imperfect melting on the chainsaw’s grill 
screen-matches this chainsaw from when the Freelings 
tried to escape in their car.

Composed of metal and a painted 
red chassis, this chainsaw was modified with stepper 
motors for visual effects work and was shot single frame 
at a time for the sequence. Printed on U.S. letter size 
8.5” x 11” (22 cm x 28 cm) paper, one picture consists of 
asepia-tone, behind-the-scenes photo, and the other 
consists of a full-color still from the film. This lot exhibits 
scratches, exposed wires, discoloration, chipped paint, 
and notable grime.

Uncomfortable with the team’s 
discovery, Millburn (Rafe Spall) and Fifield (Sean 
Harris) attempted to return to Prometheus on their 
own, but wound up lost inside the structure and 
were attacked by a snake-like creature. The helmet 
and chest armor of this spacesuit photo-match 
specifically to Sean Fifield’s while he was in the 
structure. 


Designed by Janty Yates, this costume consists of 

a clear globe-shaped acrylic helmet with five video 
screens, LED lights, two interior fans, an external 
light with a camera; a rubber skull cap with a 
“Millburn” patch attached to the front; a cowl neck 
for the helmet to attach to with four video screens 
on the interior; a combination resin chest armor 

and backpack; a gray-blue stretch canvas jumpsuit 
over a layer of neoprene with rubber foam armor 
attached by metal rivets; a black nylon belt with metal 
hardware; leather and neoprene stunt gloves with 
elastic joints on the resin armor; and resin-armored 
boots. The suit’s helmet and neck rig incorporate 
video screens with custom animations created for 
the costume. The chest pack also features a light-up 
front panel and a backpack that houses the battery 
pack as well as the flipswitch that activates the lights 
and video screens. Of the nine total video screens, 
one does not work in the helmet, and three of the 
four in the cowl neck have corrupted data and while 
they turn on, do not play the video. Production lightly 
distressed this spacesuit to appear used, and the 
bodysuit exhibits white residue from the attack- 
scene. This spacesuit exhibits mild scuffing on the 
armor and discoloration

Renowned film and TV makeup artist John Chambers was born on September 12, 1922 in Chicago, Illinois. 
He served during World War Il as a dental technician, and later worked at the Veterans Affairs hospital in 
Hines, Illinois, where he repaired faces and made prosthetic limbs for wounded veterans. In 1953, Chambers 
joined NBC, having previously trained under Ben Nye and worked as a makeup artist for live productions. 
After a six-year period at the network, Chambers completed his first film, Around the World in Eighty Days, 
which won the Academy Award® for Best Picture and launched his long career in Hollywood. 


Under contract with Universal Pictures, Chambers first gained recognition for his work on both The List 

of Adrian Messenger and Gene Roddenberry’s seminal sci-fi series Star Trek, for which he created the 
prosthetic Vulcan ears worn by Leonard Nimoy. Chambers then achieved global recognition for Planet of 
the Apes, which earned him an Academy Honorary Award for his groundbreaking prosthetic makeup from 
The Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences in 1968 and cemented a long-standing association with 
the beloved franchise. The CIA even contracted Chambers to coach its operatives on creating disguise kits 
in the 1970s, for which he was awarded the agency’s Intelligence Medal of Merit after the 1979 Iran hostage 
crisis was declassified. 


John Chambers died on August 25, 2001, leaving behind an unparalleled legacy of innovation and artistry in 
makeup. Over Chambers’ career, several other accomplished makeup artists received his tutelage, including 
Michael Westmore, Maurice Stein, Thomas R. Burman, Michael McCracken, David Dittmar, and many more, 
and his work remains on display at the International Soy Museum in Washington D.C. Propstore is proud to 
offer select lots from this legendary artist’s personal collection, encapsulating a career spanning decades in 
Hollywood and beyond, to the world for the very first time.

The carbon fiber blade was necessary so that the actors could duel on set, and was digitally replaced 
with a glowing blue blade in post-production. 


As a plot point, Anakin’s lightsaber played a key role in the Star Wars franchise. Obi-Wan retrieved the 
lightsaber after the duel on Mustafar and passed it to Luke Skywalker (Mark Hamill) in Star Wars: A New Hope, 
connecting the prequel and original trilogies. This dueling version is a superb example of the signature Anakin 
lightsaber, with light scuffs and scratches throughout the handle and blade, as well as minor tears in the blade’s 
plastic sheath from production use.

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Renowned visual effects artist Lorne Peterson was born in 1944 
in Vancouver, Canada. While designing whimsical playground 
equipment for McDonald’s, Peterson was invited by fellow model 
maker John Dykstra to work in the miniature and optical effects 
department of George Lucas’ Star Wars: A New Hope, where he 
helped design and build the Star Destroyers, Imperial TIE fighters, 
and other classic vehicles. During pre-production on the film, 
Peterson, Dykstra, and their cohort of fellow artists working under 
Lucas co-founded effects company Industrial Light & Magic. 

In later years, ILM would provide groundbreaking visual effects 
for many of the most successful franchises in the history of 
American cinema, including Star Wars, Back to the Future, and 
Ghostbusters, among many others. 


As ILM’s chief model maker, Peterson’s models were instrumental 
to the successes of the first six Star Wars films, as well as a 
variety of other blockbuster hits, including Jurassic Park, Hulk, 
and his former ILM colleague Joe Johnston's own Jumanji.

Princess Leia’s (Carrie Fisher) Screen-Matched Ceremonial Dress 
Star Wars: Episode IV - A New Hope (1977) 


Princess Leia’s (Carrie Fisher) original screen-matched ceremonial dress conceived by legendary 
costume designer John Mollo for George Lucas’ Star Wars: A New Hope. Leia donned her gown 
during the film's final scene in the throne room where she graciously bestowed Luke Skywalker 
(Mark Hamill) and Han Solo (Harrison Ford) with their well-earned medals of honor. This historically 
significant piece is the only Princess Leia costume known to still exist from the original film. 


The regal costume is symbolic of the princess’ royal lineage and commanding presence. Like Leia’s 
hooded dress from the film, the ceremonial gown was again crafted completely in white fabric. 
This was a deliberate choice on the part of creator Lucas to signify the purity and beauty of Leia’s 
character. As Lucas wrote in the final scene of the film's original screenplay, “Luke, Threepio, Han 
and Chewbacca enter the huge ruins of the main temple. Hundreds of troops are lined up in neat 
rows. Banners are flying and at the far end stands a vision in white, the beautiful young Senator 
Leia. Leia is dressed in a long, white dress and is staggeringly beautiful.” 


Deborah Nadoolman Landis, former president of the motion picture Costume Designers Guild 
(CDG) and author of six books on the subject, points to the romantic, medieval style of the gown 
as a look that further solidifies Leia’s rightful place as a leading character in the timeless epic. “If 
Luke’s quest has been compared to King Arthur's, then Princess Leia is our Guinevere. With her 
crown of braided hair, Leia’s romantic gown harkens back to Camelot with its glamorous long- 
hanging sleeves, narrow silhouette, and silver-armored girdle. Unmistakably Leia, it pairs perfectly 
with the high-necked white gown that serves the Alliance in the rest of the film. The simplicity and 
brilliance of John Mollo’s costumes have staked a place in the iconography of costume design,” 
Landis said. 


Beyond its film use, the dress features on Star Wars posters including the original Style A 
one-sheet by Tom Jung and the Hildebrandts’ artwork for the UK Quad. Fisher was shot by 
photographer David Steen for publicity photos in the dress, which were used as reference for 
these posters and have also been published in various other media. 


Slightly more form-fitting and detailed than the costume she wore earlier in the film, this 
ceremonial dress is made from a cream lightweight silk fabric and includes intricate draping. It 

was fabricated by leading costume house Bermans and Nathans in conjunction with a French 
dressmaker. The costume features a hidden zipper along its side as well as hook-and-eye 
fasteners on the white shoulder. Unlike Leia’s more conservative dress with a turtleneck collar, 

the ceremonial gown is distinguished by its empire-waist bodice, lower-cut neckline and unique 
integral sleeve drapery, all of which helped earn Mollo an Oscar® for Best Costume Design for Star 
Wars at the 50th annual Academy Awards in March 1978. 


Once believed to no longer be in existence, this dress was stored for many years in a London attic. 
Upon its rediscovery, a meticulous, museum-caliber restoration was conducted by professional 
textile conservators in London. Over an eight-month period, the dress was thoroughly cleaned by 
hand to remove years of dust and dirt that had accumulated while in storage. The original structure 
of the garment was restored with archival precision. A conservation-grade gauze was adhered 

to the fabric in the most fragile areas, and tiny holes were infilled using the gauze as a base. The 
hem was restored in full and open seams were re-stitched. All work was carried out to top archival 
standards and is therefore fully reversible. 


Costume designer Mollo stated later that he believed only a single ceremonial dress was created 
for the film, and there is no evidence to suggest otherwise. Details in the stitching of the dress, 
unique wrinkles and folds in the leather of the belt, and scratches on the belt's plates screen- 
match to the film and photo-match to publicity stills. 


The dress is presented on a custom-made mannequin and is complete with the original belt, which 
is backed with a neutral material to prevent it from wearing on the dress while displayed. Also 
included are printed copies of contact sheets featuring David Steen’s publicity photos of Fisher in 
the dress and the filming of the throne room scene. 


The significance of the original Princess Leia Ceremonial Dress cannot be overstated. Considered 
globally to be a touchstone of modern entertainment, Star Wars: A New Hope has inspired 
generations worldwide. With the Star Wars IP now in the care of Disney, one of the world’s top- 
entertainment companies, the characters and stories will undoubtedly be part of global culture for 
decades to come. 


Like the film, Carrie Fisher is also considered a Hollywood mainstay. In her varied career, Fisher 
was nominated for an Emmy®, a Grammy®, a BAFTA®, and a Saturn Award®. As the daughter of 
Debbie Reynolds and Eddie Fisher, she is a cornerstone of American film history and forever linked 
to her most memorable character, Princess Leia. Fisher’s sad passing in late 2016 brought a global 
outpouring of love from her fans. The 2017 Star Wars film The Last Jedi was dedicated to Fisher’s 
memory, and she received a star on the Hollywood Walk of Fame in 2023.

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Robert Blalack’s historic “Praxis” optical printer used @ - ° 
at Industrial Light & Magic (ILM) to composite each of 
the approximately 365 visual effects shots in George 
Lucas’ Star Wars: A New Hope. Blalack (1948 - 2022) 
was an integral part of the VFX team, earning an 
Academy Award® for his groundbreaking effects 
contributions. 


Optical printers were used to composite film 
elements (such as a starfield, ships, lasers, etc.) that 
were shot separately into a single completed shot. 
In the photochemical era, these tools were the 
backbones of the visual effects process. Named for 
Blalack’s company Praxis Film Works, the printer was 
first built by Larry Butler for the 1969 film Marooned. 
Butler donated this printer to California Institute 

of the Arts in 1973; Blalack was a student there and 
purchased the printer upon graduating. He was 
subsequently recruited for Star Wars by effects 
supervisor John Dykstra, who was aware of his 
optical composing work and the Praxis printer. ILM 
then invested heavily in “hot rodding” the printer 
with upgrades such as a stepper motor control 
system. At ILM, Blalack also solved the critical 
problem of organizing the incredibly complex film- 
compositing workflow. 


This printer was the last step in generating final 
effects shots for Star Wars: A New Hope and over 
1,200 unique VistaVision (8-perf) elements were 
composited in total. It composited the opening shot 
of the film—considered one of the defining shots in 
motion picture history—to illustrate just one example 
of its significance. After Star Wars, Blalack retained 
the printer and used it on numerous other projects, 
including Blues Brothers, Airplane!, RoboCop, and more. 


The printer’s primary components are a camera 
(based on a B&H 2709 camera from the silent era), 
two projectors, and a lamp housing, all mounted to 

a heavy-duty lathe bed for steadiness and precision. 
While some components have been upgraded 
post-Star Wars (such as the lamp housing), much 

of it remains original and in good overall condition, 
though it is currently non-operable. Also included are 
the original wooden magazines; an electronic control 
panel believed to post-date Star Wars (though other 
wiring elements are no longer present); and various 
other small components. 


The original Star Wars changed filmmaking forever, 
and this printer was a core and pivotal tool in the 
work accomplished at ILM. Blalack’s compositing 
work is well known to visual effects aficionados, and 
the printer represents the major leap forward in 
technology and process achieved at ILM.

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Panavision PSR (Panavision Silent Reflex) 35mm Motion Picture Camera 
Various Productions 


A Panavision PSR (Panavision Silent Reflex) 35mm motion picture camera manufactured circa 1960s and utilized 
on many productions throughout its history. The PSR camera was Panavision’s first custom-made camera 
system and quickly became a staple of the movie industry. Panavision built the PSRs around existing Mitchell 
camera internals, placing the Mitchell interiors into custom-made Panavision blimps and applying superior 
engineering to systems for optics, lenses, and other crucial parts of operation. 


PSR cameras were used extensively on major motion pictures in the U.S. and abroad from their introduction 
in the late 1960s until circa the 1980s. Many fan-favorite films were shot on PSRs, including The Wild Bunch, 
Butch Cassidy and The Sundance Kid, Alien, Superman: The Movie, Star Wars: A New Hope and The Empire 
Strikes Back, and countless others. Panavision only rented its equipment to productions and never sold it, 
though it did have distribution deals with a number of overseas partners such as Samuelsons in the U.K., who 
supplied Panavision equipment into major European productions. 


After the PSR, Panavision developed the Panaflex camera system, which was lighter weight and easier to work 
with on location. PSR cameras became studio cameras for films, and in the 1990s were commonly used as 
pedestal-mounted cameras for shooting sitcoms. 


Only a small number of PSR cameras (perhaps less than 60) were ever manufactured, unlike Panaflex cameras, 
which were manufactured in greater quantities. Many PSR cameras were converted circa late-1980s and 1990s 
into “Super PSR” units with additional electronics, a revised motor system, and controls on the back. This PSR 
is in its original unconverted condition, matching the appearance seen in stills from behind the scenes of A New 
Hope and other films of the era. However, the magazine blimp which sits atop its body is engraved with the 
Super PSR text (including “R-200,” a reference to the 200-degree angle of the shutter.) 


While the specific history of this camera and the productions it worked on are unknown, it may have been on 
any number of countless films and represents one of the great motion picture camera systems of the past 
100 years. Panavision cameras are exceedingly rare and the PSR is considered one of the finest. Its current 
functionality remains untested but it is believed to be in operational condition. Also included are a 100mm 
Panavision lens with follow-focus system; a swing-out Panavision matte box; an early-style round motor cover 
for anon-crystal motor; a Mitchell non-crystal motor; a yellow Panavision power cable; a 35mm film magazine;

R.J. MacReady (Kurt Russell) burned the Norris-Thing, Norris’ head detached from the body to survive the fire 
and transformed into a spider-like monster. The primary mechanical spider-head puppet seen in the film was 
burned on camera, but a few static props were also made during production. 


Designed by special effects makeup artist Rob Bottin, this static version of the Spider Head-Thing was gifted 
by Bottin to Henry Alvarez, a sculptor who worked on the film, at the time filming wrapped. This piece is very 
similar to the one seen on the cover of a special double issue of Cinefantastique for “The Incredible Effects 
of The Thing,” though the legs on the Cinefantastique prop had added spikes that were never seen in the 
film versions. 


Originally obtained from the family of Alvarez, the head is made of dense latex and foam based on a sculpture 
bearing Charles Hallahn’s likeness with life-like resin eyes. It features welded metal armatures inside the six 
spider-like legs; the armatures are covered with latex skins. A replica lace wig with synthetic hair has been 
added for display. Also included is a copy of the referenced Cinefantastique magazine. 


The Thing was not a critical success upon its release, but has been reevaluated over time and is now 

widely considered a staple title in the horror genre. Rob Bottin’s effects work, especially on The Thing, is 
regularly lauded as an amazing practical effects achievement even by today’s standard. Bottin won a Special 
Achievement Academy Award in 1991 for Total Recall, and later withdrew from the film industry. Original Bottin 
pieces in the collecting world are both scarce and sought after. This is one of the most significant Rob Bottin 
effects pieces ever offered at public auction.

Top Gun was 
highly regarded for its aerial combat sequences, 
which utilized a mixture of live-action photography 
of actual F-14 jets, and visual effects work with 
models of various scales. In the film's climactic battle 
sequence, the F-14 piloted by “Hollywood” and 
“Wolfman” was shot down by an enemy MiG. 


The shots of the F-14 being hit by the MiG’s missile 
were achieved with “pyro” models approximately 6’ 
in length, and practical explosion effects. Two shots 
appear in the film-the first is an explosion shot where 
the missile impacts and a charge is set off, blowing 
off a rear section of the aircraft; this was done with 

a model miniature mounted on a pole arm through 
its wing. The model offered in this lot was used in the 
second shot, which sees Hollywood and Wolfman’s 
F-14 falling out of the sky while ablaze. The shot was 
achieved by dropping the flaming model from a large 
man-lift. It was shot from underneath, and the model 
was caught in a net. Behind-the-scenes footage of 
the shot exists in a documentary on the film's effects. 
After the first take, the model crew cleaned up the 
piece for a possible second attempt; it was deemed 
not necessary as the first shot was approved. 


This is one of the few 6’-scale models that survived 
the shoot. It is cast in fiberglass around a wood 
structure, and detailed with emblems and markings 
that match the full-size jets used in filming. The 
canopy window is made of thin plastic which covers 
a pair of hand-painted miniature pilots affixed with 
helmets labeled ‘YES’ and ‘NO’ (an in-joke from the 
model crew, knowing the helmets would never be 
seen in detail on film.) Its nose is hand-numbered 
“114,” the same number on Pete “Maverick” Mitchell’s 
(Tom Cruise) F-14, which was applied to all models 
used in the shoot. The model is missing a large 
section from its rear that represents the missile 
impact in the shot.
